In the case of Hongkong 
the response came from two gene- 
rous, Christian ladies of Chicago, 
.Mrs McCormick. and Mrs? Black- [ 
stone, one giving £50,000 and the 
other $25, 000.

The. International Committee 
in acting thus as a  clear- 
Ling house usually makes a few 
reasonable conditions in order 
to safeguard its stewardship.

Christ 
is our corner-stone and His ser- 
vice is frea torall. Had this’ As- 
sociation not seized the splendid 
opportunities for active service in 
Christian ' work which have pre- 
-sented themselves during the past 
four years it would bave been falsé 
to.itself aud its ideals, but with 
gréat energy and foresight, and if 
I may add, with a fine ,imagina- 
tion, it threw itself into the work 
with a deterntination to achieve 
success that will not readily be 
forgotten by our Government. or 
our fighting forces.
